GERMAN COUNTER ATTACK. 


The diversion attempted in Lorraine having proved inef- 


fectual, the Germans are now making a fierce drive in the Woevre, 
northeast of Verdun. The object is to cut off the army operating 
around Nancy, but the Germans already had tried to make an 
opening between Verdun and Toul, besieging all at the same time. 
The maneuver constitutes a grave menace to the allies, who are 
resisting desperately, and have thus far repulsed attacks with 
heavy losses. 


That the Germans are losing heavily on their right is also 


attested by the constant arrival here of prisoners and wounded. 
This morning many automobiles were seen with wounded, both 
German and allies, passing through the streets, but some of these 
were convalescents returning from the seashore and rejoining 
their corps. 


This morning's press is unanimous that the battle of Aisne, 


can not last much longer, for the steady retirement of the Ger- 
man right must entail a weakening of the center elbow that the 
Germans threw out along the river Oise to prevent being turned.

LONDON, Sept. 23.—Mr. and Mrs. El- 


bort H. Gary reached London on Thurs- 
day after a three months' vacation In 
Europe, during which automoblling was 
tholr chief method of locomotion. They 
spent a good deal of time in Northern 
Germany, but always managed to keep 
cool until they got back to London, where 
they encountered the warmest weather 
this year. 


A correspondent found Mr. Gary at the 


Kitz Hotel in his shirtsleeves with the 
thermometer at 91 in'the'shade. '"We've 
managed to keep out of hot latitudes," he 
remarked, "but it's dreadfully warm to- 
day." 
Mr. Gary also said that he had managed 


to keep away from telegraph offices dur- 
ing his vacation and did not suppose that 
ho had received more than twenty cable- 
grama 
since leading 
America, 
"So 


you'll see I've lost touch with things," he 
added. 


"When pressed to give his views he said: 
"There has been a good deal of pessi- 


mistic talk concerning conditions in the 
United States of late and I suppose it is 
because the months preceding a. President 
tial campaign are always more or less un- 
certain, with a deal of hesitancy; but the 
recuperative powers of the United States 
are wonderful and .changes come kaleld- 
oscopically. 


"Fundamentally, everything is all right. 
I am hoping and I believe that, by the 
time the national conventions of-tho re- 
spective parties are 
held, the leading I 


statesmen '-will realize that the party \ 
which promises the greatest prosperity to 
tho country will be successful at tha polls. 
If so, the platforms should be sound and 
conservative, and, if that be tha case, we 
shall begin to see improvement.

INTERESTS SAME. 


"The interests of all tha people of "the 


United States are tha same. It la only a 
question of arriving at a clear under- 
standing and a fair basis for the transac- 
tion of business. 


"No party, no Individual, ts desirous of 


Solng or saying anything to bring disaster 
or even temporary embarrassment to the 
business interests of the country. The 
trouble Is -that the people and parties deal 
to much at arms' length. They should 
gut nearer together and try to work out 
some solution that will benefit all. 


"I think you will 
see r a very great 


change for the better In 4he attitude of 
the legislative and executive branches of 
the government and also on the part of 
the general public. T am always an op- 
timist, though not sufficiently an optimist 
to refuse to look facts,ln the face as they 
appear. Of course, we all know that very

LONDON, Sept. 28.—Keen watch la 


being kept at all British ports "to see 
that no vessel leaves -carrying war 
stores to any tmt recognized foreign 
powers.

than 


twelve, vessels, whilst a thirteenth is 
on her way to Buenos Ayres. 


The inference, of course, is that the 
munitions of war which these vessels 
carried were Intended to be used in an 
attempt to restore the Portuguese 
inonarchy. 


There is evidence,

hand, that their destination was South 
America, where two of the republics, 
are at war;

Is also said to be meditating an at- 
tempt to regain the-presidency of Ven- 
ezuela- 


Nothing definite. . however, can be 
ascertained as to the ultimate destina- 
tion of these stores of guns and am- 
munition.

FOREIGN" OFFICE WARNED. 
Senor Gomez, In an. official 
com- 


munication, states that it was he that 
iwae responsible for the detention of 
the vessels, an action that followed on 
a warning: he gave to tho British for- 
eign office. Senhor Gomez says: 


"The 
position of the 
Portuguese 
minister In London is not altogether 
a bed of roses at the present time, 
from, the fact that certain conspira- 
tors against the republic have lately 
transferred the center of their opera- 
tions from. Spain to England. 
This 
is a poor return for England's never- 
failing hospitality to foreigners, and 
it throws upon me, as Portugal's rep-- 
resentative, the necessity of being on 
the alert.

Another vessel, the Salop, 107 tons, 


belonging to the same owners (Messrs. 
A. L. Secretan & Co.) sailed from Lon- 
don from Buenos Ayrea on July 30 
with every available Inch of space 
on board crowded with coal in bags. 


The Bessie, 180 tons, was next de-. 


talned at Barrow, where she has been 
in the hands of Messrs. Vickers. She 
had a cargo of ammunition. 


In addition,-three barsres . carrying 
ammunition are held up at Hole Ha- 
ven, at the mouth of the Thames, two 
coasting- vessels suspected of carry- 
ing ammunition have been searched 
by the customs authorities at Barrow, 
and four other vessels are detained on 
the Tyne.

Three years lat- 
er he succeeded his father: - On hearing 
of the death Lord Hardlnge, the. vlcerpjv 
telegraphed from Simla,; eJcpresaing star, 
cere condolence -and .heartfelt ;sympathy. 
with the Nizam's famllyJn the loss which 
has befallen them an.the Indian Empire. 


Among many remarkable figures iri^tho 


Nizam • of ,Hyderabad 
stood out prominently as a man of strik- 
ing character. .His intere.st in the affairs 
of his own .state" was only equalled by 
his. unremitting-: efforts. to. support Brit- 
ish rule. .The.rulers of Hyderabad were 
the- oldest' allies ,of the English' in Hin- 
dustan; and, apart from all- personal con- 
siderations, the strategic position of the 
State and Its extent were two reasons 
whlcb! Have always: induced the Indian 
government to-keep .on the best of terms 
with the NJzams. 


The. Nizam's loyalty has been -proved 


over, and over again at .times of stress. 
In ISSB.he offered to.sepd- troops to aid 
us in Egypt; and-.he: was "equally ready to 
assist us .at the :tlme of the-Panjdeh in- 


event. In reply he-wrote to, "My Queen" 
the 'following;, simple but. tbucnlng letter:

A Wave of Patriotism Sweeps 


Over Land at Sight of 


Ships. 


M. Delcasse and De Lapeyere 


Are Praised for Re- 


habilitation. 


PARIS, Sept. 23.—A great wave of pa- 


triotic satisfaction has passed over the 
press and public of this country as a re- 
sult of the Imposing naval review of 'last 
Monday. 


Newspapers of nearly every shade of 


political opinion' agree that no finer ob- 
ject lesson could have been given of the 
reserve strength of the French nation 
than the display of the present splendid 
navy, which was not so long ago hardly 
worthy of a third-class power. 


Indeed, In many Instances, -the writers 


recall with some bitterness the deeds of 
.the Radical Socialist party, which pro- 
claimed the doctrine that large men-of- 
war were out of date In modern combat. 
It was remembered how, at that time, 
'the navy of France was no more than 
a plaything of tho politicians, at whose 
hands it acquired the worst possible rep- 
utation. 


Now, 'however, It is felt that all this 
Js changed, and It is with the greatest 
Satisfaction that the whole nation has 
Ewakened to tho fact that It can look 
upon its fleet with hopeful pride. 


The public has hailed with joy tha 


authoritative 
and significant statement 


of the Minister of Marine that every ship 
Js ready for action. M. Delcasse and the 
popular Admiral de Lapeyrere are re- 
ceiving high praise .for their part In the 
Uchievement of this result. 


It Is strongly felt, of course, that, In 


view • of the troubled political horizon, 
there could not be a. better moment to 
demonstrate to the rest of Europe the 
(progress that France has made In her 
•^ea defenses. 


EEKLIN, Sept. 23.—Word reaches a

friends of Dr. David Jayne Hill, who 
has just retired from the American Am- 
bassadorship at Berlin, desire him to 
•enter political life upon his return to 
the United States. 


It Is understood that prominent re- 


publicans have" been in communication 
With tho ex-ambassador during the sum- 
mer, with a view to his nomination as 
•the republican candidate for the govern- 
orship of New York in tha autumn of 
19i2. If he be elected governor, Dr. Hill's 
political friends hold out to him the 
prospect of succeeding Elihu Boot as 
.United States senator. 


It Is believed that Dr. Hill Is not at 


all averse to tha thought o£ B, public 
•career. He admitted before leaving Ber- 
lin that he had declined the presidency 
ot an American university, which in- 
dicates that he has renounced his predi- 
lection for an 
academic vocatln 
and 


thinks of busying, himself In other fields. 


The ex-ambassador also took occasion 


to emphasize the fact that he is a mem- 
ber of the republican party, and the un- 
qualifiedly warm send-off given to him 
by President Taft at the close of his 
ambassadorial career conveys the -im- 
pression that the 
president's 
backing 


would not be lacking it Dr. Hill really 
aspired to political honors at home.

"The ex-ambassador would .undoubted- 


ly be a highly attractive fighter in poli- 
tics. He is a staunch republican, and 
would adorn any position to which he 
were elected.

ity on foreign affairs as Dr. Hill. Con- 
gress would welcome his decision to en- 
ter politics and his elevation to some

Switzerland, will continue to occupy his 
Lake Geneva villa during September and 
possibly' part of October, and will then 
Ball for -the United States.

LONDON, Sept. 23.—So far this has not 


been-much of a "silly season" -from the 
newspaper point of view, because real 
news has occupied all the space in the pa- 
pers. The railway strike and_the Moroc- 
co crisis,, to name two subjects out. of 
several, have sufficed to fill columns jdth 
"live" news, and.there has been no need 
of the curious discussions that have .be- 
come an annual feature of the London 
dailies in August and September. 


Now, however, there. Is .a lull— it is 


hoped a prolonged lull—to the labor.trou- 
bles, and for the time .being Morocco,has 
ceased ' to cause a daily "crisis,',' -though 
nobody can tell how.soon It. may ..became. 
e burning Question. So the papers are 
suggesting topics of discussion by the 
Great British .public. 


And of all the "silly /season'' subject's 
ever Introduced, perhaps tha strangest Is 
one that a certain London dally has just 
hit upon. It Is the question whether the 
oval- face Is disappearing as the • charac- 
teristic type . of .English: beauty' and tho 
round face taking its place. " A "wall- 
known author" is quoted as saying that 
the -leaders of the campaign in favor.of the 
round face are to-be found chiefly .In the 
ranks of the women, novelists,. who inva- 
riably make their heroine round-faced"and 
describe them as "sweetly pretty" and as 
preserving "a-girlish charm." 
.In .the.course of a letter attacking this 


new cult, the author gives a list.of popu- 
lar musical comedy favorites,: who repre- 
sent, Tie pays, the apothjsosis- o.f .the .round- 
face type. "I grant," writes the novelist, 
"that they are pratty, winsome, attractive, 
and charming, but they;are not beautiful 
In the sense that the old masters:'re- 
garded beauty nor as the leading' modern 
artists regard It'either, 


"The truth of the matter is that round 


faces are becoming more .and''more com- 
mon in Great Britain, and they .are .'now. 
In such a great majorityti=that ;theyare 
able to take up and popularize-the: .fash- 
ions of dress, millinery or. hairdresshig 
that best suit their own type of beauty, 
and the rare oval-faced beauties are. 
forced by fashion to follow them, greatly 
to their own disadvantage. 


"Modern hats, modern;hairdrcsslng, and 


modern clothes are all in -favor of the 
round-faced girl, and she has won -thereby 
a pureley fictitious reputation for beauty." 


Misa Ivy Lillian Close, adjudged in a 
recent beauty competition to be the most 
beautiful woman in England, is a striking 
example of the round-faced type. Ameri- 
ca, on the other hand, it is asserted,, still, 
cltags to the oval face type, .the artistic 
type, tha type beloved of the, old masters, 
as Is instanced in the case of Miss Kath- 
arine Frey, .Judged to'be the most beau- 
tiful woman in America. 


George Henry, A. R. A., said yesterday 
that the delicate oval face was still the 
recognized type of beauty in ' artists' 
studios. 'It waa also the recognized type 
in Japan when 1 was there some years 
ago," he said, "and although I eaw only 
two women who possessed the true w-al* 
face, all the round-faced women insisted 
upon their pictures being painted as if 
they were of tha oval "type of beauty."

SPY MANIA GROWS 


Unsafe for Tourist to Carry Camera or Con- 


spicuous Looking Book—Italian Woman 


Is Locked Up. 


LONDON, Sept. 23.—The spy-mania is, 


spreading, and on the Continent it is' ap- 
parently unsafe for any tourist to carry 
a camera or a hook with a suspicious 
title, or to show any. interest, however 
Innocent, in anything even remotely con- 
nected with naval or military affairs. 


Two London schoolmasters 
and two 


English artists have just had experience 
of this. The former, Messrs. Wace and 
Hagg, were enjoying a cruise on the Dan- 
ish fishing cutter 
Delphin. 
As 
they 


bowled merrily along- they passed the Ger- 
man High Sea.fleet, .which had just left 
Kiel. The Englishmen 'had the temerity 
to' actually look at the warships as they 
passed!. This outrageous - action was ob- 
served, and from one of the vessels a 
wireless message was sent to Kiel that 
the cutter .was to be searched on her" ar- 
rival. 


Next morning the Delphin was contin- 
uing , her cruise when she was rounded 
up by a police" steamer and compelled to 
return to the harbor. The two English- 
men were taken to, the police station and 
for two hours were submitted to a rig- 
orous cross-examination. 


In the meantime the boat- was thor- 


oughly searched, but as nothing Incrim- 
inating was found she was released. 


Having: obviously made a ludicrous 
error, the authorities are endeavoring to 
shield themselves by denying- that thaie 
was any arrest, but that being too pat- 
ent a miss-statement,- they have now -ta- 
ken refuge behind • the 
assertion that 


their detention waa, solely due to quar- 
antine considerations. 
' 
, 


These efforts have been very loyally 


supported by the entire Berlin .press, 
with the exception of the Kiel correspon- 
dent of the "Tageblatt," who sent his 
paper the most detailed report of the in- 
cident. 
He states most positively that 


thp. police admitted' that they had re- 
ceived Instructions from tha naval auth- 
orities to stop the boat, and the pretext 
of sanitary regulations /was marely put 
forward to enable them to get on board 
without exciting suspicion.

The available ' quantity of coal in the 
proved coal fields is very nearly 100,000 
million tons. It is easy to calculate that 
if the rate of working Increases as - it 
Is doing our coal will be completely ek- 
ihausted- in 175 : y ears> 
"Between 1905 and 1907 the .amount of. 


coal' raised In the United Kingdom -in- 
creased from 236, to .268 millions -tons; 
equal to six tons per head of the popu- 
lation, against three and a half tons in 
Belgium, two and a half tons in Ger- 
many and one ton in France. 
"Our commercial supremacy and our 


power of competing with other European 
•nations are obviously goyerned, so Tar as 
we"can see, by the relative price of coal;

• .Witness later saw Atkins, and told 
him what reply had been received. Ha 
only answered", "Thank you, sir," and 
returned to his cell. 


;Warder William Roberts stated that 


ho unlocked the cell door to let Atkins 
out for work, and found him hanging by 
a piece of rope from a ventilator. His 
feet wore off the floor, and he must have 
climbed on a shelf or his bed to get into 
that position. 
The medical officer waa 


at once sent for. 
The rope waa In a 


slip knot round the neck. Atkln* had 
been at work with oirer 100 other pris- 
oners, some of whom used rope In mak- 
ing the mall bags. It would be easy for 
Atkins to secrete a piece of ropo in th* 
bag.'

&TEW TORK.--"Don't swear unless it 


•IB absolutely necessary." 
This Is 
the 


motto at the self-master home in Union, 
X. J. Andress Floyo, -who with his wife, 
created the Self-Master colony and Is Its 
guiding spirit, says that much of the re- 
sponstbillty and credit of the success of 


e colony Is duo to this motto. 
The Self-Master colony is a home for 
tie prodigal son. It is a system for re- 
storing: to the prodigal a measure of self- 
. respect as a basis for refo.m, Mr. Floyd 
Is not a preacher and his colony is not 
a religious colony. He believes that the 
religion of any man's mother is good 
enough for that man and he does not 
try to preach doctrine. In fact~ preach- 
ing of any kind Is not a part of the life 
at the Self-Master colony. Mr. Floyd 
started his colony because he had a. feel- 
ing that he knew the way to redeem In- 
temperate, 
discouraged 
and 
homeless 


men. 
He did it of his own motion, car- 


rying out his own ideas. 
He had a 


theory that elaborate system was hurt- 
ful rather than helpful to men such as 
he wished to reach and one beauty of 
the Self-jVlaster colony is its simplicity. 
[It has exactly one rule—ea.ch man who 
Jives in the colony gives each day seven 
.hours' labor and in return 
ho receives 


; board, clothing and a little pay. 
Mem- 


'bors of the colony do all the .work of the 
colony—cooking, farming, etc. 


To make tho colony self supporting 


.there is a tea room where motor parties 
can get "hobo luncheons" and there is a. 
print shop which does business for the 
outside world ana publishes a little mag- 
azine. There is also a rug-making shop 
where some of the colony find work 
iweaving rugs on old-fashioned 
looms; 


these rujs are sold for the support of the 
colony. But Mr. Floyd is not left wholly 
'1o his own resources. 


Charles H. Ingersoll, a wealthy'man of 


South Orange, gave to the colony its big. 
farm, and help has been received from 
•Horace A. Colb:c of Plalnfleld; .'William 
A. Clark of the State Trust Company of 
iPlalnfield. and Alexander C. Litterest of 
the Metuchen National Bank. These men 
are the advisory board and the trustees 
of the colony. It has also eight directors 
living In nearby towns. 


Mr. Ingersoll, when he turned over 50 
acres to Mr. Floyd, did so with a feeling 
that It might help to clean some of the 
human scum out of the cities. But Mr. 
Floyd does not regard the derelicts from 
the city as scum. He thinks most of the 
outcasts have good in them if they can 
only be braced up and taught self control 
and if someonewouM only give them a 
chance. 
Charity associations, 
missions, 


and clergymen, send men in need of help 
;o the Self-Master colony. 


Mr. Floyd classifies them, as: 
First—The man unable to find .imme- 


diate employment. 


Sccond--The man in middle life who 
has lost his business. 


Third—The intemperate roan trying to 


control himself. 


Fourth—The country boy stranded in 


*he city. 


Fifth—Rich man's son, wayward, es- 


tranged from his family. 


Sixth—The man 
discouraged through 


domestic troubles. 


Sevent.s—Many .run 
down 
phyisally 


and meutally, needing outdoor work. 


There is no aristocracy in the Self- 
Master colony. All of Its colonists are 
"tho boys" to Mr. Floyd. 
No'effort, is 


made*1 to preach to them, as has been 
said. 
No .attempt is -made to amuse 


Jhem. Most of them find their greatest 
Amusement In reading. No control is ex- 
W-clsed over the movements and there is 


;mio prohibition against going to the near- 


by saloon and getting a drink. But this 
very lack of restraint exercises a re- 
straining influence. 
It brings out the 


character dormant'In the man. If he is 
a sufferer from drink he goes to. Mr. 
Floyd with his .troubles, and if Mr. Floyd 
really thinks he needs it he gives him 
whisky. 


When the man is ready to leave the 


colony he goes out into the world with 
the good wishes of its director. 
If he 


falls again by tho wayside he is always 


-j^clcome to return. Mr. Floyd has con- 
ducted his colony four or five years and 
he has many letters from his graduates 
who have gone out into the world and 
succeeded. ®In' his conduct of the colony 
he is assisted by Mrs, Floyd, who directs 
the housckeplng. But the .housekeeping 
Is all'done by the colonists.

neighbors that Ills Christian name was 
John, and that he was 35 years old. Many 
have been the funerals; most of them 
headed for Mt. Zlon rather than. Calvary, 
in which Dugan drove a hack, or somti- 
limes even the hearse, and when not 
actively engaged at his trade he was 
wont to run errands for the people about 
Pitt and Delancey streets.

Eternal Vigilance on Part of Macco Grower 


Needed to (Mat Army of Insects 


WASHINGTON. —'The tobsicco grower 


finds that eternal vigilance Is the price 
of a crop. owing to. the number of in- 
sects that .seem bent on eatibg the to- 
bacco .faster, than it can groVjf. 
The de- 
partment of agriculture has issued a bul- 
letin dealing with these inseit enemies, 
from which is compiled'the follotvlng im- 
pressive list: 


The tobacco flea beetl'e Is a lively crea- 
ture .with a hearty appetite. 
In 190" it 
caused a .J2,000.000 loss in Kentucky and 
Tennessee ' alone. 
The next year 
.the 
split worm took.a toll'of $150 an acre In 
Florida. ' That ..State also harbors the 
tobacco shrips, which are'partial to wrap- 
per leaves, the most valuable part-of the 
plant. - . ' 
- - \ 
' 


Then there: are the tobacco budworms 
and the tobacco hornworms and the cig- 
arette beetles,' "which infest cured and 
manufactured tobacco and levy i a yearly 
toll of many thousands of dollars on the 
industry.. The total:, annual loss caused 
by these pests .probably never "falls below 
about. $5,000,000,- and it may be as-high 
as $10,000;000. 
' 
. 
.. 


.This beetle; breeds In practically all 
cured tobacco except that richest in nico- 
tine.- Small lots of Infested tobacco, such 
as cigars, cigarettes and boxes of pipe 
tobacco, may be treated by .opening the 
boxes so 'that the gas will enter, placing 
them in an airtight box and fumigating 
with carbon bisulphide. 
• • 
.. 


The most serious injury, to transplanted 


tobacco is by wireworms. 'In South Caro* 
iina last year they severelv hurt the crop 
by boring into the stem. The mole cric- 
ket is also injurious, cutting off 
ths 
young plants. 
Another insect attacking 
tile seed bed seriouslv is the grouse lo- 
cust, principally at Stem, N. C., and in 
Tennessee. 


Cutworms are also very injurious to 
tobacco, cutting off the top of the plant' 
at or near the surface of the ground. 
Then there are the hemlptera. of which 
the most injurious species Is the tobacco 
suckfly. 
The plant bug wilts tobacco, 
as well as the leaf bug, the still bug, leaf 
hoppers and sharpshooters1 and a. mealy 
bug. 
The greenhouse white fly Injures 
tobacco in greenhouses. 
.Other injurious pests are the climbing 
cotton cutworm, flea beetle, gray blister 
beetle, cucumber beetle and Wato beetle. 
Snout beetles breed in 
tobacco stems, 
but not with severe injury. Wireworms 
injure the root and stems of tobacco. 
Other insects injurious to cured and 
ma"uYlctured tobacco are the rice weevel 
and the drugstore beetle, for which use

Ingenious as is this machine. Dr. Chris- 


tian regards it simply as a means to an 
end, 
and he has not even attempted to 


patent it. His interest Is In the effects, 
of electrified air, and of this he says: 


"There should be no special surprise in 


the finding of this principle in air that r 
has been subjected to an electric current. 
For example,' we know that electrio. 
light is richer proportionately In chem- 
ical rays than is sunlight. 


"There Is more benefit In electrio light 


from a bacteriological standpoint. Even' 
if it does not destroy bacterial) growth,,,. - 
it has an inhibltive effect on tt=> growth 
and delays or prevents. the, development 


"As to the stimulating- effect of electric' 


light, I may -give a simple, but plain evi- 
dence in my garden. 
tTp to two years' 


ago there was no electric light In -front 
. 


of my yard here on Marlboro street. For 
the past two seasons, however, I have 
noticed a marked and unmistakable ra- 
.pldity of growth in the plant's on whichr 
the electric light is thrown all through; 
the night. 


"The difference !n the acceleration of 


their growth under, the electric light is 
from six weeks' to fully two months over .- 
what it was before the light was placed 
here. 


"As to the effects of electricity on .the 


atmosphere of a. room, I think that the 
evidence Is plain enough to 
anybody. 


For- 
many years I' have made use of this 


effect. Coming- home tired out from over- 
work, 1 have electrified the atmosphere . 
of my, study with immediate effect in. - 
stimulation—a stimulation which as far .

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Home Rule in Taxation. 


One of the proposed amendments to the Constitution that de- 


mands intelligent thought on the part of the voters is that of local 
taxation exemption, better known as the home rule in taxation 
amendment. If adopted it gives any county, city and county, city c- 
town the power to exempt from taxation for local purposes, in whole 
or in part, any one or more of the following classes of property: Im- 
prcvciner-ts in. en or ever lar.d, shipping, household furniture, Hve 
stock, merchandise, machinery, tools, farming implements, vehicles 
and other personal property except franchises. Any ordinance or 
resolution of any county, city and county, city or town exempting 
property from taxation, as provided in this section, shall be subject 
to a referendum vote as by law provided. Taxes levied upon property 
not exempt from taxation shall be uniform. 


The arguments in favor of the proposition include the following: 
That it is a measure providing for self-government and those who 


oopo=-e it are opposing self-government. 
! 


' That it is merely an enabling act and does not of itself adopt any' 
system of taxation or make any change in the system now in use. It 
merely gives the people in the various political subdivisions set forth 
the right to change if desired. As an example it is cited that a com- 
munity desiring manufacturing establishments could exempt such 
industries from taxes, or that a city wanting more homes could 
exempt houses. It is -pointed out that inasmuch as cities have the • 
right to say how their money should be spent, cities should also have, 
the right to say how such money shall be raised. 


In this connection it is pointed out that the present system of i 


levying taxes is unjust, burdensome, complicated and costly. That j 
all sorts of personal property are assessed, household furniture, gifts, 
and other things in a manner complicated in the extreme, where, if 
for example, in a given city the tax should be raised on the land 
alone, thus exempting other forms of property, it would immediately j 
lessen the cost of assessment and would encourage building, thrift J 
and enterprise. This last argument, by the way, is that of the single j 
taxer. Continuing it is argued that the people no longer punished for 
being thrifty, would naturally bring into use land held out of use 
and as a consequence society will be benefited. 


It is further claimed that the home rule tax amendment wfll 


enable each community to select such system of taxation as best 
suits it without regard to the people of other communities and it is 
pointed out that Riverside having no interest in Shasta or Los An- 
geles in the taxation of Stockton the plea of uniformity in matters 
pertaining to local interests has no effect as an argument against it. 


Against the plan it is stated that the amendment will create a new 


• vailing. That the theory of taxation is that it should be just and 
•equal on all classes of property and every tax system should be 
state-wide. Confusion is predicted, because one set of officials might 
tax property exempted by their predecessors, or vice versa. Also 
that classes of property included in this amendment would be of 
different value in adjoining territory. An illustration is cited in the 
following: 


Under the provision Oakland could exempt merchandise from 


certain taxes, which would compel the cities of San Francisco or 
Berkeley to exempt the same classes, or the merchants of the latter, 
other conditions being equal, could not compete with the merchants 
of the first. 


In conclusion it is pointed out that under this law the profes- 


sional tax dodger would be assisted and attention is directed to the 
fact that two years ago a similar amendment was overwhelmingly 
defeated.

Tha ifmjncnt humorist built his iipme 


\n Hartford in the early seventies, and 
ho has told in Ms reminiscences how he 
started out with .the idea of spending 
§25,000, and ended by putting six or seven 
times as much into tho Farmington ave-' 
'n-je establishment now owned by Mr. Bis- 
sau, of tha Hartford Fire Insurance com- 
pany, lining.- very beggarly about that. 
It may be well to add a few facts about 
Ills 
subsequent 
financial 
experiences, 


since there It. so much carelessness in 
dsailng with the subject in some of the 
n. 
yaper offices. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars came 


to Mark Twain in the years he spent in 
.Hartford—say from 1872 until 1890. His 
friend, the la':e Henry C. Robinson, was 
fond of telling of a game of billiards he 
played in Mark Twain's house with the 
owner of it. During the game a visitor 
'was announced. The servant was told to 
!>show him into the billiard room. 
Clem- 


ens talked with him without delaying a 
shot on the billiard table. The errand of 
the visitor, who was a publisher's agent, 
was to offer him 530.000 for a series of 
short stories which, could be brought out 
dn a single volume, after being published 
serially. 
The amount of material asked 


for was comparatively small.. Clemens 
rejected the 
offer quickly—almost ab- 


ruptly. Robinson veritured,: when the vis- 
itor had gone, to express his surprise 
that the humorist 
could 
"turn .down" 


what seemed litee a prodigious sum for a 
small amount of "copy." But Mark Twain 
(Sisissed tho subject monaSaanatly. 


He had the' narrowest kind of escape 


from becoming a multimillionaire. 
He 


missed his chance to win a great fortune 
when he "put his money, on the wrong 
:horse" by backing the Paige typesetting 
machine "against the 
linotype 
machine, 


-He was besought by men who invested 
altogether ?300,000 in developing the lino- 
type Idea between 1875 and 1S90 to come 
Into that enterprise. But he' thought his 
judgment was better than theirs, and he 
sank 5225,000 in the Paige apparatus for 
setting up movable types. The machine 
,-\vas not a success. With the same money 
he could have had a controlling interest 
in tho linotype company, and the in- 
vestment would hava brought an annual 
Income of $1,000,000 or more during the 
past thirty years. With that income he 
might have left as large an estate-when 
he died as that of his friend, Henry H. 
Kosera. 
The Paige illusion was only one of the 


"good things" in Hartford, that caught 
him for round sums. 
Probably he sank 


half a million in that way altogether. 
Then came tha Grant book—a brilliant 
idea— and the publishing firm of Webster 
& Co., whoso filial failure, together with 
his other heavy losses, took all he had 
and involved him temporarily . in 
debt 


But the books that .he -wrote and pub- 
lished between 18PO and 1900 and the lec- 
tures he delivered, brought him anothe; 
fortune, out of which the obligations of 
Webster & Co. were easily taken care of 
* That, in spite of the loss of fortune 
&fter fortune In his business ventures, he 
actually left accumulations of over ?600,- 
DOO all gained from his books, and the 
copyrights that will long bring a hand- 
some annual Income to 
his 
daughter,

lie had been a cunning .investor he would

tion, In some places'grooved stones are laid in the roadway for a track for wheelbar- 
rows, The efforts of foreign capital to gain concessions for constructing' railways have 
been some of the causes contributing to the present hostility of the Chinese toward for- 
eigners, 


The Chinese railroad question, which 


now involves the safety- of foreigners in 
the province of Szechuan, has always been 
a serious problem. The roads are all nar- 
row and ill paved and transportation for 
tho most part Is by means of canals and 
rlvars. Railroads have been built by. 
foreigners but the populace of China .pro- 


test against it. 
Recently the railroads 


were placed under the. control 
of the 
Board of Communications "with a director 
at the head ,.ot. each, railway, appointed 
by the. Emseror. 


In many places, in China capital from 


England, Germany, Belgium, France; the 
United States and japan have 'constructed 


railroads but in., many 'cases. Chinese 
capital is used and Chinese engineers have 
laid out the lines. At present the agi- 
tation is not so much against ^railroads 
as it is against foreign capital and their 
enmity for* the foreigners' has1 found 
presaion in rioting and it has made the 
lives of foreign missionaries unsafe.

science, the civilized world - is simply 
undermined with disease. Civilization, 
in fact, is unhealthy, and these cen- 
turies of disease have 
permanently 
we'akened the human body.- A savage 
terribly mangled by a tlg-er will re- 
cover steadily without assistance from 
wounds which even the healthiest o£ 
Europeans,' tinder the 
most, skilled 
medical attention, could not survive 
for'an hour. 
• In fact, medical opinion 
declares, 
that the civilized nian will,, after a 
few thousand years more of civiliza- 
tion, be a toothless animal, -'with small, 
shrunken, legs and"arms, and a:• mas- 
sire,, bald head,'with large, hall-blind 
eyes. 


Even though "the average man of 
today undergoes more ' physical 
suf- 
fering In a month than 
his far-off 
ancestor did in a lifetime,' it may be 
claimed that intellectually mankind 
has made tremendous advances. 
That is true; but Intellect does not 


add to all-round happiness. , The pro- 
fessors of philosophy' are of opinion 
that if the finer modern brain,, gives 
a wider circle of pleasures, ltv also 
makes sorrow more bitter. Our more 
sensitive nerves,. too, find cause . for 
worry and depression in:trifles that, 
would fail to make any . impression 
whatever on a simpler, stupider brain. 


Then the .digestive troubles, 
from 
which practically every civilized man 
suffers more or, less, cloud and darken 


the capacity to the . child-like 
glee 


which niakes a savage stand on his 
head or dance when :he is pleased; 
but 'that, say. the. 
philosophers,. Is 
simply a sign that civilization 
has 


dulled men's capacity 
for joy and 
made .them poorer. . 
' 
Are we an 
improvement on our 
savage -ancestors morally? That is a 
point on which . opinions are more 
varied. 
, There 'certainly 
seems 
in 


civilized countries a spirit of kindli- 
ness and charity that is "not common 
among savage's, who >are .usually qu'ite 
indifferent 
to 
the 
E.ufferings 
of 
others.* The spirit, whicri has .produced 
the 
great charitable "organizations, 
and which is shown, to take, only one 
instance, In the general hatred 
of 
cruelty to animals, must, have .been 
:quite incomprehensible. in the days 
before civilization. 
The cruelty that 
young 
children 
often show' to .animals weaker than 
themselves is simply -a castbaclc, to 
primeval, days, 
Education 
arid' the 
example of their elders'"soon drive 
this, cruelty out. 
But 
another 
ephool1 "of thought 
points out that,-'fr.om the point of view 
of personal happiness, this tendency 
-±CL enter Intp the sufferings of,.others 
has been a Joss, not a gain. 
Our 
savage forefathers not only took their 
own troubles.more simply than we do 
ours; but refused to add the suffer- 
ings of others to their.own; or, rather,1 
their brains and imagiriatibn were BO 
undeveloped that they were incapable 
of doing so. It probably did not mat- 
ter a pinto the American' or English-" 
man of the Stone Age whether his 
son lost a leg in a fight'or not.' Our 
ancestors took other people's troubles 
easily.—Answers.

alties: on persons . found in prohibited 
places, and those who .make any ske-tch, 
note, modeL_or plan likely .to be useful 
to an enemy. 


HARBORING SPIES. 


•In- 
1 Jhe ...existing "..Act these offenses are 


classed as misdemeanors, the penalty be- 
ing .imprisonment .for one .year, with or 
.without hard labor, and a floe,' or either. 
In-the new bill these offenses are classed 
as' felony, and the penalty is not less 
than three years' nor more, thim seven 
years' penal servitude—a :very drastic 
change. . Persons attemptrrig.to commit an 
offense of this Mnd,x>r Incitihg'others, are 
liable to similar penalties. 


Another, new .provision relates to "har.- 


be'rlng spies." "This .offense Is classed as 
a misdemeanor'and the .person is liable 
to imprisonment for twelve months, with 
hard labor and a fine. Power is also given 
to Justices to grant search-warrants, or 
in cases of urgency a/superintendent of 
policy may himself give written authority" 
for a search.."in the':interest of the State." 


NOT TO BE TRUSTED. 


It is not: an easy, "matter, however, to 


catch these spies. A fe-w months ago a 
German officer was' arrested'for making 
sketches of the .harbor defenses of Ports- 
mou'th. -But for every spy caught there 
are hundreds who are never discovered, 
or who, If they are, are quietly dispatched 
out of the..country to save International 
troubles. 


The greatest danger, '-however, - lies . in 


British soldiers, and sailors betraying their 
trust and selling plans,.which It would be 
almost Impossible for a foreigner to ob- 
.taln. To the credit of both. Services,- It 
should be said that suqh cases are v«ry 
rare Indeed. But It.Is nevertheless a fact 
that some tlme'agro a plan of the defenses 
of Malta, the , great Mediterranean fort- 
ress, second only Jn value to Gibraltar, 
was sold"by a renegade who had worn the 
uniform of'-tKS- British, army. And thera 
was an-outcry-against the Inadequacy of 
the--sentence of twelve-months passed at 
Manchester on this spy. who betrayed In- 
formation which would enable, a possible 
enemy to prepare a scheme for the re- 
ducing, of Malta arid-, the wresting of the 
island from-the British Crown. It was not 
the judge who was to blame, however, but 
the.'defects in the law .-which enabled a 
spy to. escape 
with punishment which 


would have meted out to' a .comtnori felon. 


"What was more startling still was'the 


fact .revealed by the military^ correspond- 
ent of: I he ."Times," that/this spy, when 
arrested, was actually bargaining for plans 
for the selling- of Gibraltar itself to a 
foreign power. 


LORD METHUEN AND THE SPY. 
About the same time it was learn thaj 


a, detailed description/of our sub-marine 
defenses-lhad disappeared from the room 
of a hlfjh'official, which meant to say that 
the whole scheme of our island's sub- 
marine defenses was reposing In the ar- 
chives ofji.a foreign power, and that the. 
latter knew, the site of every mine at' 
Portsriiouih and Flyrnouth', so that, at the' 
call' to 'battle, its warships could thread 
their way- with ease through the passage, 
left for the-passing of British squadrons. 
Of course, tha schemes of defense In such 
cases are beinur continually changed: but 
the mere faict that such plans could disap- 
pear provides, a'remarkable illustration of 
;he success, with-which these international 
spies meet, 
f 
It is not long'ago since Lord Methuen 


and Colonel Hat<3arie m:et,' in Berkshire, a 
foreign spy who not knowing who they 


•ere, anke'd" for detailed .information .about 


the width of the roads; Plant) for the in- 
vasion of England by synchronous raids 
are now In the pos°!0^slon of the War Of- 
fice.- One of:them was tested a, short time 
ago by a party of Fnglish officers and it. 
was found thit the wain feat ires of the 
ipot chosen frr the raid -ware more favor- 
able to the Invader than the defender. 
Then, asraln, no little -uneasiness was 
caused bi the discovery that a. party of 
foreign • BtafC officers in mufti made an 
'^tended riding tour on the Bast coast in 
1908 
Of course ft is oasv to exaggerate 


the importance of such incidents, but 
.here is no doubt that there are hundreds 
of foreigners mixing atrionpr all classes in 
this.country in tho pay of foreign .Govern- 
ments, on the -loolc-oxit for-securing yahi- 
.ble na-val and'military information. 


IN HIGH OFFICIAL CIRCLES. 


Many ot these spies mix In the best so- 


ciety are accomplished linguists, -and re- 
side here so Ions? that they become In 
time naturalizes British subjects. 
They 


pass as Englishmen, and perhaps secure 
an appointment in an a'caaemy for the 
training of young men for the 'Armr and 
Navy. Their credentials take them into 
the highest official circles, and by: their 
agreeable manners they become, irijitime, 
honored snests in society, matters'ilielng- 
discussed in their presence in a. manner 
which would"-be carefully guarded .against 
did the fact become known, that they were 
foreigners.

Vtfoodchucks 


Hunting-:woodchucks is-a science. 
It 


requires skill, patience and special quali- 
fications.' One must know a chuck when 
he sees. it. i This is what stirs the first 
excitement (in the hunter of' chucks— 
.knowing a chuck, when he sees it. .The 
Department-of Agriculture at Washington 
can describe ' woodchucks so minutely 
that their own mothers, would think they 
were muskrats or rabbits, not buing fa- 
miliar with scientific romenclature.' 


Now, 
the special .season- for hunting 


chucks Is Immediately ' after the haying 
season begins. First one must'.have a 
hunting license; then ono must return to 
the old boyhood home.

When a meadow is, mowed and' the Held 


lies bare before the eyes a little mound-of 
naked earth strikes the eye. It deserves 
more than a. passing glance. It Is a wood- 
chuck hole. Sitting-beside that hola is a 
thrilling black (sometimes it looks tawny, 
or red) stub, • and that stub is the'wood- 
ohuck, sitting on its haunches on lookout.

The repeater or singla 
shot weapons are good and the sisrhttns 
should be the best possible for exceedingly 
fine marksmanship is oftener necessary in 
woodchuck hunting than in any other 
kind, not excepting Seer hunting-.

than woodchuck, animal for animal, but, 
of course, the great number of wood- 
chucks enables one to kill more of them* 
although more shooting is necessary.

in.the strength of the b.ubbles and began kicking them abputin the air and jabbing 
my fingers in them. Nary a one did I break, so I determined upon one of the big 
fea's oimy career.

The active campaigning, that has been on in this 


city for the past six weeks 'is expected to be brought 
to a close—for some of the Candidates at least—next 
Tuesday, when the primary will be held."

-' It is conceded-on all sides that the largei-the vote 
east 'the greater the advantage of Rolph. Notwith- 
standing their public utterances the McCarthy man- 
agers long since gave upf all expectation of having 
McCarthy lead at the primary, and on the 68,000 basis 
they only hope to keep 'him on the ballot by a margin 
of 2000 or 3000 votes. 


The McCarthyites depend 'much upon the political-

Large Vote Expected 


In the Rclph camp the polling of a large vote-is 


expected. The lowest estimate is 70,000, with a 
probable 75,000 and a possibly landslide running it up' 


' to 80,000. Th'e average" of the'-vote cast in this city 
on second years' registrations has .been between 65 
and 70 per cent. In the Fickert-Heney contest of two 
years ago, which was fought on a two years' registra- 
tion^ 80 per cent of the total registration was cast at 
the polls. But that was at a general election, which 
raises the question of whether, the electors will- treat, 
the primary as .the.real .municipal election.or only as 
a primary as heretofore. All signs point to the former 
.course, and that an unprecedentedly heavy vote will 
be polled next Tuesday. 


Rolph's most enthusiastic supporters believe that 


he will receive in-excess of 40,000 votes and that when 
the ballots shall have been counted McCarthy will not 
have been given more than 25,000 anS'possibly as low 
as 20,000 votes.

All are'to get the juicy, medium- 
sized lobster, for the two years' closed season against 
it in California has just expired. This delicacy abounds 
in Southern California waters and will be brought 
from there. -Chicken and squab will also be utilized. 
The rest of the menu has yet to be selected. So there 
is going to be some dinner all right, all right before 
those in charge get through with that menu card.

morals over male suffrage States, and the' necessary- 
increase in the.cost of elections, which is already a 
huge burden upon the taxpayers, is unjustified." _

their sisters who would be voters. The latter, especial- 
ly the College Equal .-Suffrage Association members, 
are charging that designing, bigoted men are supply-* 
ing the finances for this fight as a flank movement 
against their campaign.

PROGRESS OF COAST 


Ex-Pres/dea? Says Cemmunlf/es of Cali- 


fornia, Wssh'mgton and Oregon Are 


Mosf Energetic on Eanh 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23.:—Praise of 


the Pacific coast and its people and 
the advocacy of permitting a state to 
try the experiments it wishes in'local 
legislation as opposed to the Taft pol- 
icy, in dealing with the recall'in the 
constitution-of Arizona and New Mex- 
ico, take up the greater part of an 
editorial by Theodore Roosevelt in to- 
day's issue of the Outlook. . The ^di- 
torial in part is as follows: 
"J wish all Americans, who travel, 


anywhere would travel to 'the Pacific" 
coast, and above all, I wish that every- 
one who goes to Europe would/go to 
the slope either before or afterward, 
1 doubt if there are any communities 
now growing to maturity anywhere in 
the world mo're interesting/than, the 
three states of California, Oregon and 
Washington. 
"Last spring, traveling: through the 


country and meetmir men of. all kinds 
foremost.in every species' of; effort— 
political, industrial, ^artistic and scien- 
tific—I'-felt that we Americana who 
nowadays are so much more apt to be 
pessimistic than to be optimistic about 
ourselves—ought to be more pro- 
iouriclly thankful than we ere for Just 
tho kind of government under which 
w« live, and just the kind of ,contl- 
'cetital background 
upon which our 


la developing. 5Ve are one 


nation; we are steadily becoming more 
strongly national. 
EXPERIMENTS SHOTJLD BE LOCAL 


"Our system of home rule for each 
state and each city in the things that 
concern primarily that state or city 
gives us the opportunity to develop 
along many different lines and pre- 
vents the deadening effect of mere 
uniformity. It is a-great admlnistra? 
tion, for instance, to have each com- 
nvunity allowed to try the-experiments" 
it wishes in local legislation. 
;After 
all, in our form of gpvernraent it is 
best that we should have "Texas or 
any other state, each."be wilting and 
able to try its own experVments in gov- 
ernment,' to test them by ^actual prac- 
tice and thereby to give a chance to 
the-states that-look on-to-profit "by-the. 
results whatever they may be. 


"Tha three coast states taken, to-

will be limited. Jjis rapid growth, does not compensate for the injury- 
it inflicts" on ptluf growths.
